Supervisor’s Report 15th Speech Day 


‘All men of every race, condition and age, since they enjoy the dignity of a 
human being, have an inalienable right to an education that is in keeping with their 
ultimate goal, their ability, their sex, and the culture and tradition of their 
country... For a true education aims at the formation of the human person in the 
pursuit of his ultimate end and of the good of the societies of which as a man, he 
is a member....’ This meaning of the universal right to an education comes from 
the Second ‘Vatican Council’s Declaration on Christian Education proclaimed by 
Pope Paul VI in 1965. 


To what extent is our educational system in Hong Kong in conformity with 
these principles of Christian education? Let us take man’s inalienable right to an 
education. Has the Hong Kong Government ensured that every child in Hong Kong 
gets an opportunity to receive an education? Obviously, the answer is NO. Otherwise, 
how could there be about 100,000 young people of secondary school age who are 
not in school today?

In the light of all these contradictions, education seems to be a fruitless 
and thankless social service in Hong Kong. Yet, why do we persevere in trying to 
educate the youth according to Christian principles? The reason is we feel very 
strongly that education is the long-term answer to the many evils that plague 
our present society. If we succeed not only in developing the intellectual faculties 
of our students but also in fostering a proper sense of values among them, we can 
look forward to a peaceful and stable society in years to come. 


Since the education of the youth is so vital to the future of Hong Kong, Govern- 
ment should not think twice in eliminating the existing deficiencies in our educa- 
tional system. If there are no funds available at present, it must look for new 
sources of income to be spent in obtaining education for all. Moreover, whatever 
measures Government is contemplating to improve our educational system, it must 
take a course of action based, not on expediency, but on the basic right of man to 
an education.

WHAT OUR SCHOOL BADGE MEANS TO ME 


School badges normally serve a purpose of distinguishing students from different schools. 
But our school badge is unique. We have a very beautiful school badge which shows a tower, 
a bridge, a cross and a bunch of laurels. 

Our school, Raimondi College, was established to commemorate its founder, Bishop 
Raimondi, the first vicar apostolic of Hong Kong. Raimondi was a great soldier of Christ, firm, 
kind, and helpful. Whenever | see the word ‘Raimondi’, it reminds me of his perseverance and 
diligence, and what is more, it stimulates me to goad myself to perseverance and diligence. 

At first glance, the school badge arouses a sense of strong feeling. Its shape is like a shield. 
As my shield, it protects me from temptation and evil. Beneath the shield, there is a motto 


written in Latin —— ‘In Constantia Fortitudo’. It points to me that | should be firm, calm, 
courageous and self-abnegating. 
There are four symbols are inter-related. 


symbols in this shield. 
Firstly, there is the tower 
of stone. It is a fortress of 
strength. As it is made of 
many pieces of stones, this 
shows to me that strength 
has to be accumulated bit 
by bit and great effort has 
to be made. The tower 
reminds me that in order 
to succeed, | must have a 
strong foundation. And, 
fortunately, | have a very 
firm foundation in my 
school life and even my 
home life because | am 
studying in this good 
school. 


The bridge, firstly, 
can suggest that it is a 
bridge of knowledge. As 
we can see, this bridge has 
no end. It teaches me that 
acquisition of knowledge 
is a process that has no 
boundaries and | should 
always walk over this 
bridge of knowledge. 
Secondly, the bridge can 
mean the journey of life 
with its good times and 
hard times. 


The Cross, the most 
significant symbol, tells me 
that our school is a 

The other three Catholic one. So, besides 
academic training, we receive moral training. We learn about faith, hope and charity. Even more 
important, the Cross to me means suffering and sacrifice. Jesus always suffered and sacrificed. 
So, | should also take up His Cross and be ready to suffer and sacrifice. 


The laurels, at the top right-hand corner of the badge, make me feel optimistic. On the 
one hand, it means success and glory; on the other hand, it means peace. Success, glory and 
peace are all rewards. Of course, if we are ready to suffer and sacrifice, we can certainly get 
our rewards —— success. Also, if we are able to carry the Cross and emulate what Jesus told 
us, we shall have peace. 

So, if | carry the cross (be ready to suffer and sacrifice) while walking on the bridge (the 
journey of life), | can get the laurels (success and peace). That is why these three symbols are 
inter-related. 

Our school badge is indeed very symbolic. Unfortunately, some of the students of this 
school are unaware of its implications. So, after understanding our school badge, we should 
live up to the teachings it implies and further promote its aims. If we can do so, we can proudly 
call ourselves RAIMONDIANS.
